To  select  any  one  day  as  the  most  perfect  Ted 
Williams  ever  had  as  a  major  league  batsman  would 
he  a  difficult  task  because  of  the  many  great  days  Ted 
had  during  his  long  and  thrilling  baseball  career.  But 
he  never  was  more  magnificent  in  his  copyrighted 
specialty — hitting — than  he  was  in  the  last  All-Star 
game  played  in  Boston. 

That  game  was  played  at  Fenway  Park,  July  9, 
1946,  and  Ted  turned  what  had  become  a  one-sided 
debacle  and  rout  of  the  National  League’s  best  repre¬ 
sentatives  into  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and  interest¬ 
ing  of  all  “Dream  Games”  with  one  of  the  most  per¬ 
fect  days  at  hat  lie  ever  had. 

That  the  National  Leaguers  were  humiliated  by 
the  most  lop-sided  of  all  All-Star  game  scores,  12  to  0, 
was  greatly  due  to  Ted’s  tremendous  hatting  prowess. 
He  went  to  hat  five  times  during  the  game,  received 
a  base  on  halls  the  first  time,  then  hit  two  home  runs 
with  two  singles  sandwiched  in  between  the  circuit 
wallops  for  a  perfect  day.  He  drove  in  five  runs  and 
scored  four  more  himself. 

This  was  not  any  weak  or  off-year  team  that  was 
so  soundly  trounced,  and  the  pitchers  were  as  capable 
and  reputable  as  is  usually  the  case.  But  Williams  had 
a  day  that  was  as  thrilling  as  a  great  National  League 


pitcher,  Carl  Hubbell,  had  in  a  similar  game  hack  in 
1934  in  which  he  achieved  lasting  fame  by  striking 
out  Babe  Ruth,  Lou  Gehrig,  Jimmy  Foxx,  A1  Sim¬ 
mons  and  Joe  Cronin  in  succession  in  two  innings. 

The  pitchers  in  the  1946  game  were  Claude  Passeau 
of  the  Chicago  Cubs,  Kirby  Highe  of  the  Brooklyn 
Dod  gers,  Ewell  Blackwell  of  the  Cincinnati  Reds,  and 
Truett  “Rip”  Sewell  of  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates. 

It  was  against  the  pitching  of  Passeau  that  Ted  won 
the  All-Star  game  of  1941  at  Detroit  with  a  tremen¬ 
dous  home  run  in  the  ninth  inning.  In  the  1946  game, 
Ted  faced  Passeau  only  once,  receiving  the  base  on 
halls  in  the  opening  inning,  and  he  soon  scored  on  a 
home  run  by  the  Yankee’s  Charley  Keller. 

The  game  had  become  an  8  to  0  rout  after  seven 
innings.  For  the  American  Leaguers,  Boh  Feller  of 
the  Cleveland  Indians  had  given  up  only  two  hits  in 
his  three  innings;  Hal  Newhouser  of  Detroit’s  Tigers 
one  hit  in  his  three,  and  Jack  Kramer  of  the  St.  Louis 
Browns  had  pitched  the  first  of  three  hitless  innings. 

The  slugging  American  Leaguers  had  made  10  hits 
in  seven  innings,  and  Rip  Sewell  had  come  in  to  pitch.

Hip  1  ia<l  experimented  and  perfected,  as  much  as  was 
possible,  a  pitch  which  was  called  a  “blooper”  pitch 
for  want  of  a  better  name.  It  was  a  pitch  such  as  a 
doting  father  tosses  to  his  very  young  son  in  the  hack 
yard,  a  parabolic  toss  rather  than  a  throw.  Sewell  did 
not  use  it  too  often,  hut  his  sense  of  showmanship 
prompted  him  to  use  it  in  this  game  of  national  inter- 
est  which  had  got  out  of  hand  after  Stuffy  Stirnweiss 
had  led  off  in  that  eighth  with  a  single.  With  one  man 
out,  the  pitcher,  Kramer  had  hit  the  left  field  wall 
at  Fenway  with  a  single,  and  a  run  soon  scored  on  a 
long  fly  for  the  second  out. 

The  first  hlooper  pitch  went  to  Yern  Stephens,  who 
hit  it  between  the  first  and  second  basemen  for  a 
double.  Now  up  stepped  Ted. 

He  had  homered  as  lead-off  man  in  the  fourth  with 
Higbe  pitching,  hitting  a  curve  hall  on  a  one  strike, 
two  halls  count  into  the  narrow  strip  of  bleachers 
hack  of  the  hull  pen  in  centre  field.  He  had  hit  a 
line-drive  single  to  right  which  drove  in  a  run  and 
forced  Higbe  out  of  the  game  in  the  fifth.  He  started 
a  two-run  flurry  after  two  were  out  in  the  seventh 
with  Blackwell  throwing  his  whip-like  pitches  by  hit¬ 
ting  a  single  off  the  glove  of  Phil  Cavaretta  at  first 
base. 

Sewell  wasted  no  time  with  Ted.  His  first  pitch  was 


a  blooper  and  the  packed  house  of  34.906  fans  let  out 
a  roar  as  Ted  swung  and  hit  the  pitch;  hut  Ted  had 
not  timed  it  perfectly  and  fouled  the  hall  into  the 
left  field  stands.  Sewell  fooled  Ted  with  a  fast  hall 
for  a  called  strike. 

Now  Ted  had  to  he  careful.  He  could  easily  be¬ 
come  the  goat  of  the  situation.  Sewell  threw  another 
hlooper,  but  it  was  wide  of  the  plate  as  it  came  dow'n 
out  of  the  air.  Another  one  made  its  arc  and  appeared 
to  he  coming  down  over  the  plate. 

Ted  took  a  couple  of  steps  forward  and  swung  his 
hat.  His  timing  was  perfect  now.  Bat  met  hall  and 
away  it  sailed  towards  right  field.  It  seemed  as  high 
as  it  was  long,  and  Red  Sox  pitcher,  Mickey  Harris, 
warning  up  in  the  hull  pen,  caught  the  hall  as  it 
landed,  over  400  feet  from  the  plate. 

The  roar  of  the  crowd  was  deafening.  It  was  a 
theatrical  situation  featured  hv  both  Williams  and 
Sewell.  It  mattered  not  an  iota  that  the  score  now  was 
12  to  0.  Never  before  had  a  home  run  been  hit  off  a 
Sewell  hlooper  pitch.  In  fact,  the  only  extra  base  hit 
ever  made  off  one  had  been  an  accidental  triple. 

Sewell  had  dared  to  throw  the  pitch,  and  W  illiams 
was  capable  of  hitting  it  for  a  home  run.  It  was  a 
remarkable  performance.

Wins  First  1961  All-Star  Game

►'-'harp,  sudden  crackling  hits  by  Hank  Aaron  of  the 
Braves,  Willie  Mays  of  the  Giants  and  Roberto  Cle¬ 
mente  of  the  Pirates  gave  the  National  League  a  5  to 
4  10th  inning  victory  over  the  American  League  in 
the  30th  All-Star  game  played  at  Candlestick  Park 
at  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  July  11,  1961. 

The  vaunted  hatting  power  of  the  American 
Leaguers  had  been  stilled  for  the  first  eight  innings. 
Against  the  pitching  of  Warren  Spahn,  Boh  Purkey 
and  Mike  McCormick,  there  had  been  only  one  hit, 
a  home  run  by  Harmon  Killebrew  as  a  pinch  hitter 
in  the  sixth  inning. 

The  final  several  innings  of  that  game  was  domi¬ 
nated,  not  by  the  brilliance  of  the  pitching  and  the 
defense  nor  by  the  prowess  of  the  batsmen,  but  by 
the  wind  which  blows  at  Candlestick  Park.  Whether 
the  wind  dictated  the  final  outcome  of  the  game  will 
he  a  subject  that  will  he  discussed  for  years. 

The  players  moaned  about  the  wind,  the  American 
Leaguers  in  particular  because  they  had  not  experi¬ 
enced  it  previously. 

“We  were  told  about  the  wind,”  said  Manager  Paul 
Richards,  “hut  you  have  to  feel  it  to  believe  it. 

“Conditions  were  miserable,  hut  I  don’t  blame  our 


defeat  on  the  wind  because  it  blows  for  both  teams.” 

The  wind  was  blowing  at  full  gale  force  when  the 
ninth  inning  started.  Elroy  Face,  whose  Pittsburgh 
reputation  is  that  he  is  almost  “unbeatable”  in  late 
innings,  was  the  pitcher  with  a  comfortable  3  to  1 
lead.  Soon  the  game  was  all  tied  up  at  3-3,  and  Face 
and  Sandy  Koufax  had  come  and  gone  as  pitchers. 
Stu  Miller  was  now  on  the  mound  and  could  have 
been  the  scapegoat  of  the  event — a  balk  was  called 
on  him,  and  he  would  not  deny  that  the  wind  caused 
the  balk. 

Hoyt  Wilhelm,  famed  for  his  great  ability  as  a 
knuckle  ball  pitcher,  was  American  League  pitcher 
in  the  last  half  of  the  10th  inning  and  his  team  had 
taken  a  one-run  lead  in  the  first  half  of  that  inning. 
The  wind  did  not  aid  knuckle  hall  pitching.  Aaron, 
pinch  hitting,  led  off  with  a  single  and  moved  to  sec¬ 
ond  base  when  a  knuckler  got  away  from  the  catcher. 
Mays  dropped  a  ball  back  of  the  third  baseman  for  a 
two  base  hit  which  scored  the  tying  run.  After  Frank 
Robinson  was  hit  by  a  pitch,  up  stepped  the  Pirate’s 
Clemente  and  he  wasted  no  time,  smashing  a  hit  to 
right  center  which  sent  Mays  home  with  the  winning 
run.
